During last night he was very rest- 
less, and was up and down many 
times, alternately lying on the bed and 
sitting in a chair. fact there has 
been no time since he was taken sick 
that he has not been able to get up 
and dress himself and move about 
from room to room.

one of the noblest and purest men, 
through obedience to the Spirit of 
God, that ever lived, a man of 80 
faithful and upright a character that, 
though a public man from his boyhood, 
there is not a word or an action of his 
which his children and friends cannot 
reflect upon with pleasure. He was 
remarkable in boyhood for his grasp 
of mind, his wonderful powers of 
memory, and his fearlessness in advo- 
cating and defending the truth. Un- 
der any circumstances he would have 
been-a man of mark; but under the 
influence of the Gospel and the cir- 
cumstances which surrounded its be- 
lievers, the best powers of his nature 
were called into full exercise. 7 He 
was not quite seventeen years of age 
when he left Kirtland to go to Missouri 
in the Camp of Zion, yet even then, 
among men who themselves were no 
common: plaoe characters, he was dis- 
tinguished for the precocity of his 
mind. His early ripeness of intellect 
and manly courage and strength, with 
the blessing and power of God which 
attended him, will be better apprecia- 
ted when it is remembered that in the 
days of difficulty and trial, just as the 
Saints were being driven from the 
State of Missouri, when he was chosen 
to be one of the Twelve Apostles, he 
was not quite twenty-two years of 
age! In his subseqaent labors, though 
a comparative boy in years, he did the 
work of a fully developed, judicious 
and experienced man. hatever 
work was assigned to brother George 
A., no one who knew him ever had 
the least ry of 8 willingness and 
capacity to thoroug perform it; 
they knew beforehand that it would 
be well done according to the best of 
his knowledge. Yet his physical 
health was far from being good at all 


times. His integrity and devotion to 
the cause of God, his zeal and public 
spirit, his frank, genial and unassu- 
ming manners inspired the Saints with 
love for and confidence in him; they 
took delight in listening to his dis- 
courses and add which were 
models of terseness and brevity. Pre- 
sident Young, in speakin his be- 
loved counselor and friend this morn- 
ing, said: I have known brother 
George A. Smith for forty-two years, 
have traveled and labcred in the 
ministry with him for many years 
and have believed him to be as faithful 
a boy and man as ever lived, and in 
my opinion had as a record on 
this and the other side of the vail as 
any man. I never knew of his neglect- 
ing or overdoing a duty; he was a 
man of sterling integrity, a cabinet of 
history, and always true te his friends.” 
aged 58 years, 2 months 


. Smith respecting his 
will be interesting to the 
Saints, as showing his dislike fer show 
and parade. It was written in Novem- 
ber, 1873— 

‘** While executing my will of date 
the 14th Oct. 1872, I inserted the fol- 
lowing clause 

1 wish to be buried in a coffin 
much larger than my natural size. 
The expenses of an unostentatious 
funeral to be paid out of my undivided 
estate; the slab which designates my 
resting place shall not cest over one 
hun dollars.’ 

A coffin, made of red pine or other 
mountain wood, plain but well made, 
large enough to give ample room for 
the body to swell, with no unn 
ornaments about it, and three half- 
inch holes bored in the bottom, will 
be sufficient. 

„At the funeral I should like to 
have either the 15th chapter of Ist 
Corinthians, or the vision in the Book 
of Covenants, or an appropriate extract 
from the Book of Mermon, read. A 
few remarks by the Bishop of the 
bat ng or some of the Elders, exhort- 
ing the audience to faith and — 
works, such as would be calculated 
to impress my children and friends 
with the importance ef keeping the 
commandmenis of God, and such as 


— 
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would extend comfort and consolation 
to the minds of the living, would be 
in accerdance with my wishes. Let 
those who attend the funeral do se 
in clean attire, such as they would 
wear to meeting on other eccasions.” 

The following incidents of his life 
we briefly extract from his History— 

George Albert Smith was born on 
the 26th of June, 1817, in Potsdam, 
St. Lawrence Co., New York. His 
father, John Smith, was the sixth son 
of Asael and Mary, and was born on 
the 16th day of July, 1781. He mar- 
ried Clarissa Lyman, on the 11th of 
September, 1815. 

is grandfather, Asael Smith, was 
the second son of Samuel Smith, the 
second, and Priscilla, and was born in 
Topsfield, Massachusetts, Mareh 7, 
1744, and married Mary Duty, Feb. 
12, 1767. 

His great-grandfather, the second 
Samuel Smith, was the son of the first 
Samuel Smith and 
and was born on the 26th of January, 
1714, in Topsfield, Zasex Co., Massa- 
chusetts, and married Priagilla Goul 
27th May, 1734. His er, Samu 
Smith the first, was the son of Robert 
and Mary Smith, who came from 
England; he was born on the 26th 
January, 1666, in Topsfield, Hssex 
Co., husetts, and was married 
to Rebecca Curtis, daughter of John 
Curtis, en the 25th January, 1707. 

His mother, Clarissa Lyman, was 
the daughter of Richard Lyman. His 
grandmother’s maiden name was Phile- 
mela Loomace. 

He was the cousin of Joseph Smith, 
the great Prophet of the last dispensa- 
tion. 

He was baptized on September 10th, 
1832. May 1, 1833, he, in connection 
with his father’s family, started for 
Kirtland, Ohio, where arrived on 
the 25th ef May. 

May 5, 1834, he started with Zion’s 
camp for the western borders of Mis- 
souri, and returned again to Kirtland 
in the summer, walking on foot nearly 
2000 miles. 

March 1, 1835, he was ordained 
into the First Quorum of the Sev- 
enties. 

June 5, 1835, he started on a mis - 
sion, traveled on foot about two thou- 
sand miles, without purse or sexip; 
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held about eighty meetings in the 
States of Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
New York; baptized eight, and re- 
turned to Kirtland, where he arrived 
the 5th of October. 

In the Spring of 1836, he received 
his endowments in the Kirtland 
Temple, after which he performed a 
mission in Ohio, traveling on foot 
about twelve hundred miles. 

In the Spring of 1837, he com- 
menced a mission in Ohio and Virginia, 
which continued about one year, 
traveling about 2,500 miles; nearly 
half of his journeyings were on foot. 

In 1838, he emigrated with his 
father’s family te Davies County, 
Missouri. On the 28th June, 1838, 
he was ordained a High Councillor. 
In the autumn, he was sent on a 
mission to Kentucky and Tennessee, 
traveling some 800 miles on foot and 
about seven hundred by water, in- 
cluding the return journey. After 
his return, he removed his father’s 
family to Illinois. 

In 1839, he returned to Far West, 
in Missouri. On the morning of the 
26th of April, he was ordained one of 
the Twelve Apostles, on the south- 
east corner stone of the intended 
Temple. He returned to IIIinois. 
Sept. 21st he started for England on 
a mission, arriving in Liverpool on the 
6th of April, 1840. He labored for 
over one year with much success, and 
returned to Nauvoo, Lllinois, where 
he arrived July 5, 1841. On the 25th 
of the same month he married Bath- 
sheba W. Bigler. 

In the Fall of 1842, he preached 
in the principal — in Illinois, 
= returned to Nauvoo November 
4th. 

In the Summer and Fall of 1843, 
he traveled about 6,000 miles, preach- 
ing in the middle and eastern States. 

the Spring of 1844, he attended 
Conferences and preached in Illinois, 
Indiana and Michigan, and was in 
the last-named State when he heard 
of the death of the Prophet and 
Patriarch of the Church. He imme- 
diately returned to Nauvoo and took 
an active part in the councils and 
deliberations consequent upon that 
sad event. 
Sept. 17th he was elected quarter- 
master of the Nauvoo Legion, was

also elected a Trustee of the Nauvoo. 
House Association and labored actively 
in forwarding the erection of that 
building. He continued these labors. 
until the mob commenced its out- 
rages upon the Saints in the Fall of 
1845, from which period he was active. 
in counseling, fervent in his labors on 
the Temple and in making prepara- 
tions for the exodus of the Saints from 
Nauvoo. 

Early in February he crossed the 
Mississippi with his family, on his 
way to find an asylum in the far west. 
from the rage of mobs and the perse- 
cutions of bigoted professors of reli- 


gion. The ensuing winter he tarried 
with the main camp at winter 
Quarters. 


In 1847 he accompanied President 
Young and the Pioneer Company in 
their unexampled journey to the val- 
ley of the Great Salt e, and after 
actively assisting in the councils and 
labors incident to the settlement of 
these valleys, he returned the same 
season to Winter Quarters, where he 
arrived October 3lst. In 1848 he 
moved to near Kanesville and opened 
a farm, and on the 4th July, 1849, 
again started for the Great Basin. He 
reached Salt Lake City, with his fam- 
ily, October 27th. 

He was elected a member of the 
Senate of the provisional State of 
Deseret, and ameng other labors 
reported a bill in relation to building 
a railroad across the Continent. 

In December, 1850, he raised a com- 
pany of 118 volunteers, traveled 265 
miles south of Salt Lake City, organ- 
ized Iron County, and f a settle- 
ment, since called Parowan. 

At the first Territorial election in 
August, 1851, he was elected a mem- 
ber of the Council of the Legislative 
Assembly, and on the 25th of Novem- 
ber was commissioned a Colonel ef 
Cavalry in the Iron military district. 
He was admitted to the Bar and suo- 
cessfully practiced law for about a. 


year. 

In 1852 he left Iron County, and 
was appointed to preside over the 
affairs of the Church in Utah County. 
He traveled and preached much in all 
the settlements over which he had the 
watchcare. 


At the annual Conference of the 


’ 
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Church in 1854, he was elected His- 
torian and General Church Recorder, 
and immediately entered upon the 
duties of that office. 


On February 2nd, 1855, he was 
admitted a member of the Bar of 
the Supreme Court of the Territory 
of Utah. 

On Marth 26th, 1856, he was 
elected one of the delegates to pre- 
sent to Congress the constitution of 
the proposed State of Deseret and 
the memorials asking the admission 
of Utah into the Union. 

In 1856—7, during a sojourn of 
about eleven months in the States, 
in addition to his duties as delegate, 
he preached in the States of Connec- 
ticut, New York, New Jersey, Penn- 
-sylvania, Virginia, Ohio, Illinois, Iowa 
and Missouri. 

April 11, 1866, he received from 
Gov. Durkee the commission of Brig- 


adier General and was appointed aide- 


de-camp to the Lieut. General of the 
Nauvoo Legion. 

At the October Conference in 1868 
he was appointed to succeed the late 
President Heber C. Kimball, as first 
counselor to President Brigham 
Young. 

From the first session of the Ter- 
ritorial Legislature in 1851 until 1864, 
except one session when absent in the 
States, he served as a member of the 
Council, and from 1864 until 1870, as 
President of the Council. 

On October 14, 1872, he started 
on a mission and visit to the various 
European nations and to Jerusalem, 
from whence he returned June 18th, 
1873. 

During his absence on this mission 
he was appointed Trustee-in-Trust for 
the Charch of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints at the April Conference, 
1873, which office he held until his 
death. — Deseret News, Wednesday, 
Sept. |, 1875. 


OBSEQUIES OF PRESIDENT GEORGE A. SMITH.

The obsequies of the late President 


George A. Smith were conducted yes- 


terday (Sept. 5th) at the New Taber- 
nacle. At 8 o’cloek the building was 
opened to those of the public who 


desired to view the remains, which 


were in the coffin, directly in front of 
the stand. From the hour mentioned 
up to ten o’clock a stream of people 


passed by and gazed upon the face of 


the good man who had taken his de- 

rture from this sphere to another. 
The expression left upon the counte- 
nance was one of serenity, the month 
being rather more firmly compressed 


than in life. | 


The space immediately surrounding 
the coffin was occupied by the near 
relatives of the deceased. Shortly 


after ten o’clock the immense building 


was packed with a dense multitude of 
people, the assemblage being so large 
t a considerable number were 


unable to gain admittance, and they 


stood around the entrances. On the

At fifteen minntes past ten the lid 
was placed upon the coffin, which was 
covered with wreaths of natural flowers.

Elder George Q. Cannon arose and 
stated that President George A. Smith 
had, in November, 1873, recorded a 
request that certain portions of the 
Bible, Book of Mormen and Book of 
Doctrine and Covenants should be read 
at his funeral, and in accordance with 
tbis request he read the 15th chapter 
of Paul's Epistle to the Corinthians, 
then a portion of Alma’s instructions 
to his son Oorianton, in the 19th 
chapter of the Book of Alma, Book of 
Mormon, and also the Vision, com- 
mencing on page 264 of the Book of 
Doctrine and Covenants. 

The assemblage was addressed by 
the following— : 

ELDER ORSON HYDE. 

The occasion which has called us 
together is a very solemn one—to pay 
our last respects to the remains ofa 
noble man of God, whose testimony 
lives in the hearts of the faithful, and 
will live there forever. 

Who can listen to the instructions 
given us in the Vision that has been 
read, and hear the glorious and power- 
ful truths therein enunciated, without 
deep emotion. The sentiment ex- 
pressed in that Vision is pregnant not 
— with meaning, but with weight 
and with power, to every individual 
possessing a common grade of intelli- 
gence and understanding. Puny is 
the arm that fights against it!

noble man of God? . Nowhere, but 
among the persecutors, and in the 
ranks of those who howl against, and 
who would delight to prey upon the 
spoils of the Latter-day Saints. 

Being reminded that the time is 
about expired, I will not detain you 
longer, but I bless the Saints and 
bear testimony to the truth of what 
has been enunciated in our hearing 
to-day. God bless you. Amen. 


BISHOP E. D. WOOLLEY. 


My beloved friends and brethren, 
Iam sorry that so much of the time 
that we design spending here has gone, 
but as it is I will only make a very 
few remarks. It is under no ordinary 
circumstances that we have assembled 
ourselves here to-day. We have come 
to show respect to the body that lies 
before us, and the family and friends 
immediately connected with it. I, for 
one, do sincerely condole with the 
family and friends of the deceased in 
their loss, and | sympathize with you 
all, for they are not the only losers by 
the departure of our beloved brother. 
We are all tlosors, we are all sym 
thizers, and we all feel that the hand 
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of God has taken from us one of the 
main pillars of the Church. 

I have been acquainted with brother 
Smith for a good many years; I have 
known him from his youth. I heard 
him preach the Gospel in 1832 or 33, 
when he was only a boy, and I have 
known him ever since. He has been 
a member of the Ward over which I 

reside for the last twenty years, and 
know him according to the best 
knowledge men can have one of ano- 
ther, and I know that he has been a 
true Latter-day Saint, an honest man, 
a man of integrity, and an honor to us 
and to the kingdom of God, and I do 
not think that he had an enemy upon 
the earth, and I think he is as free 
from enemies as any man we could 
select in the kingdom of God. He 
has steod up boldly for the truth, and 
I have never known him to dissemble 
or to deceive ; and I sincerely condole 
with my friends in the loss of so great 
and good a man as brother George A. 
Smith. In order for a man to be great 
he must be good, and viewed from 
this standpoint I regard brother George 
A. as one of the greatest men of the 
age, and I say that his life has been 
one that is worthy of imitation. 

There are many things upon my 
mind that I would be glad to rehearse ; 
many ideas have crossed my mind in 
the last three or four days that I would 
be glad to have the privilege of men- 
tioning before this large audience, but 
time will not permit. Brother Smith 
has left a fine family of wives and 
children, and I would say, for their 
comfort, as far as it will go, that it is 
an honor to be the wives and children 
of such a man; and if his children 
will live the life, and imitate the ex- 
ample of their father, they will grow 
into eminence and prominence among 
this people like unto him. He has 
left his testimony, he has made his 
mark in the earth, and among this 
people, and it never can be wiped out. 

Brethren and sisters, 1 am full of 
sympathy and condolence, and I pray 
God, the Eternal Father, that his 
Holy Spirit may rest upon the immedi- 
ate friends and kindred of our beloved 
brother whose remains lie before us; 
and not only upon them, because 1 
feel that, if such dispensations of Pro- 
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vidence as this are afflictions, we are 
all suffering from one of the greatest 
calamities that has come upon us for a 
long time. 

That I may not transgrees the bounds 
of my time, I will say, may God help 
us, may we all be prepared to follow 
him to that bourne of rest above to 
which we are satisfied he has taken his 


flight. 
ELDER JOHN TAYLOR. 

As the time is pretty nearly expired 
I will not detain the congregation 
long. I feel that now brother George 
A. Smith has left us, a great man 
has fallen in Israel; that we have 
lest one who was beloved and respected 
by his brethren and friends and hen- 
ored by the God of Israel; that in 
leaving us he has gone back again to 
his Father, and to unite with intelli- 
gences beyond this sphere of action; 
and so far as these things are concerned 
all is right. We sympathize with his 
family, and, as has been expressed, 
with the Church who have suffered 
this bereavement. We sympathize 
with all good men in the loss of so 
ood and great a man as brother 
Geo e A. But it is the will of God 
that he should leave and go to another 
state of existence, and we all ef 
us submit to the fiat of Jehovah, 
and say, It is the Lord, let him 
do what seemeth him good.” George 
A. has lost nothing in the exchange 
he has made. For sometime he has 
suffered and endured severe bodily 
affliction. He is now going to unite 
with those who have gone before; as 
an Apostle of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
to associate with Apostles who have 
held the same Priesthood and calling 
that he held; to unite with David 
Patten, with Parley P. Pratt, with 
Joseph and Hyrum Smith, with his 
father, Uncle John Smith, and with a 
great many of the good, virtaous, 
holy and pure who have lived and died 
and gone to a better and more glorious 
state of existence. He has gone and 
all is right.

All would like to live in happiness, eternally, with dear friends. We do not 
like to see even the flowers of the field fade away and be no more. How 
delightful is the association of kindred spirits—so congenial, so happifying. 
The golden chain ef affection binds us to each ether, in a covenant ef good 
will—we desire it to be perpetual. 

The virtues shining in the soul, 
Like bright stars in the sky, 

Makes people very glad to live, 
But sorrowful to die. 


Progression is allied to life. Salvation flows frem ‘purity of heart. God is 
life! Cherish existence and please the Creater. Pray that you may increase 
in life. Seek for wisdom in order to fully realize what it is, and to appreciate 
the blessing when participating in its enjoyments. What a holy inspiration is 
that of the praying mother when bowed before the Lord asking that her babe 
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may live to be a man—soliciting the guardianship of angels for the preservation 
of its life to a good old age !

It did thee no 
harm—it was innocent. Yesterday, it was all smiles, sweet words and kisses 
running hither and thither, gathering wild flowers, itself a budding rose, pure 
as an angel! Alas, to-day, it is pale, silent, motionless, its little bright eyes 
are closed, its little tongue speaks no words of cheer to its weeping mother, its 
little lips are white, its little hands folded on its breast, will never again be 
lifted to its father’s embrace—it is dead—cruel, how very cruel is death. Thy 
bow drawn at a venture,” brings dissolution to a king; the wise man cannot 
avoid thy fated javelin.

Tears 
cannot move thy obdurate will. With the grave thou art on terms of friend- 
ship, but with all else thou art at enmity. At thy behest even the prondest 
man has to die. The righteous and the wicked are all the same to thee. If 
thou hast anything like a virtue it is thy impartiality, for the rich cannot pur- 
chase exemption from thy dread decree. The very elements are troubled at 
thy footsteps. The roaring lion, the singing-bird, the sweet rose has to tremble 
and fade at thy approach and expire at thy touch. Hope itself is paralyzed 
in thy presence. Is there no remedy? Not any, our punishment is self-in- 
flicted. 

And the Lord God commanded the man, saying, Of every tree of the Garden 
thou mayest freely eat: But of the tree of the knowledge of good and evil, 
thou shalt not eat of it: for in the day that thou eatest thereof thou shalt 
surely die.” A commandment was given unto man and a penalty was affixed. 
By partaking of the forbidden fruit, he transgressed the law—‘‘ Adam fell 
that man might be.” Thus, Sin entered into the world, and death by sin; 
and so death passed upen all men, for that all have sinned.” The nature of 
the parent is transmitted to the offspring. The spirit of man is not affected by 
the fall—it is not tainted by sin. The body dies, not the spirit. If the doo- 
trine of original sin,” or the depravity of man’s spirit was caused by the 
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transgression of our first parents, were true, then Christ himself could not be 
pure, seeing that he also was born of woman. 

„The earnest expectation of the creature waiteth for the manifestation of 
the sens of God. For the creature was made subject to vanity, not willingly, 
but by reason of him who hath subjected the same in hepe. Because the crea- 
ture itself also shall be delivered from the bondage of corruption into the 
glorious liberty of the children of God. For we know that the whole creation 
groaneth and travaileth in pain together until now. And not only they, but. 
ourselves also, which have the firat fruits of the spirit, even we ourselves groan 
within ourselves, waiting for the adoption, to wit, the redemption of our body.” 
(Rom. viii, 19-23.) This is a very remarkable passage, and the only Scrip- 
ture that makes special referenceto the brute creation being made partakers of the 
benefits of the atonement of Christ. If the creature is to be delivered 
from the bondage of corruption,” how much more shall we anticipate the 
redemption of man, who is made only ‘‘a little lower than the angels.” Saint 
Paul, speaking of this great salvation says, Since by man came death, by 
man came also the resurrection of the dead. For as in Adam all die, even so 
in Christ shall all be made alive. But every man in his ewn order: Christ the 
first fruits ; afterward they that are Christ’s at his coming.” 

The dectrine of the resurrection is fraught with joy and satisfaction to the 
soul. All the children of men will be literally resurrected—male and female— 
every man in his own order” — every woman in her own likeness—every child 
in its own size. Impossible.“ Nay: ‘‘ With God all things are possible“ 
He who understands the laws which govern material objects, whether in a celes- 
tial, terrestrial or telestial sphere—who can cause the Sun to stand still upon 
Gibeon, and the Moon, in the valley of Ajalon at the command of Joshua, can 
bring to pass, by the same power, the literal resurrection of the body of Joshua. 

Jesus holds the keys of death ; in his own person he has triumphed over the 
grave. He is the archtype of all resurrected beings. As He is so shall we be. 
On the morning of His resurrection he appeared first to Mary Magdelane, one 
who loved him much, and was thus rewarded for her true devotion. She would 
fondly embrace Him; when with the other Mary, she held him by the feet, and 
worshipped Him.” Jesus saith unto her, Touch me net; for I am not yet 
ascended to my Father; but go to my brethren, and say unto them, I ascend 
unto my Father, and your Father; and tojmy God, and your God.” The risen 
Redeemer appeared to His disciples§inj the evening ef the same day, and 
stood in the midst, and saith unto them, Peace be unto you.” Thomas 
Didymus was not present. He is informed of the Savior's visit. He exclaims, 
„Except I shall see in his hands the print of the nails, and put my finger into 
the print of the nails, and thrust my hand into his side, I will not believe.” 
Eight days pass away, again, Jesus stands in the midst of His disciples and 
saith to Thomas, Reach hither thy finger, and behold my hands; and reach 
hither thy hand and thrust it into my side.” Thomas answered and said 
unto Him, My Lord and my God.” We find by the record of Saint Luke, 
that when the Savier first appeared to His disciples, that they were terrified 
and affrighted, and supposed that they had seen a spirit.“ But Jesus said unte 
them, Why are ye troubled? and why do thoughts arise in your hearts ? 
Behold my hands and my feet, that it is I myself: handle me, and see; for a 
spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye see me have.” And when he had thus 
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spoken, he shewed them his hands and his feet, And while they yet believed 
not for jey, and wondered, he said unto them, Have ye here any meat? And 
they gave Him a piece of a broiled fish, and of an honey-comb. And he took it, 
and did eat before them.” What! the Savior in a state of immortality, eat 
material foed? Yes, verily, and he will yet drink of the fruit of the vine with 
His disciples in His Father’s Kingdom.

SANDWICH ISLANDS MISSION. 
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Laie, Oahu, S. I., 
July 23, 1875. 
Prest. Brigham Young. 

Dear Brother,—We cut the last of 
our cane on Friday, July 9th, finished 
boiling down on Monday, 12th, are 
drying off just as fast as it grains up. 
We expect to complete the drying in 
two or three more days run. We 
made thirty-five tons of sugar during 
the quarter ending June 30th. We 
had a great deal of wet weather during 
the quarter, which much interfered 
with the drying of our rind for fuel, 
and often stepped our work entirely. 
We ran a good portion of the time ve 
short of hands. Brother Mitchell 
informed me that twenty-eight tons 
was the most ever made here in one 
quarter. Then the most of our cane 
was badly eaten by rats and worms, 
much dried and deteriorated. I be- 
lieve this difference is due a good deal 


to the repairs we made, viz., the re- 
placing of the old iron pans with 
Copp r ones, the reconstruction of the 


train, the movingand rebuilding 
of the smoke stack, and thereby greatly 
improving our draft under the pans, 


the og | of the engine, the taking 
to pieces, cleaning and repairing the 
grinding mill, Ko. With the present 
repairs, good cane, a full complement 
of hands, and such weather as we 
have from about June Let to Nov. Ist 
and with reasonably good luck, I 
believe the works could now be made 
to turn out from fifty to sixty tons in 
one quarter. 


We are going ahead plowing as fas 


as we can, have two big plows running, 
one by some Portuguese, and one by 
ourselves, one team wing, laying 


off, Ko., and one team plowing out 
some young rattan cane, all cattle.

Brother Wm. Pulsipher arrived in 
Honolulu the 29th ultimo, per t 
steamer, all right, in good health.

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to do on the plantation other than 
what a native could do, and as he 
knew not a word of the Janguage, and 
was desirous to study it, it was thought 
best for him to go up to the Island 
of Maui and stop with brother Wm. 
H. Branch till October Conference, he 
being there alone. This will give 
brother P. a good chance to study the 
language. Brother R. G. Lambert 
and myself are the only foreign El- 
ders on the plantation. 

Brother Pulsipher sailed from Hono- 
lulu for Maui on the 12th instant. If 
brother Pulsipher was a blacksmith 
he would be a good hand to succeed 
brother Woolley on the plantation. I 
was sorry to learn that he was not. 
Brother Woolley is the only man 
among us who can do a job at black- 
smithing or fixing machinery. Such 
a man should be on the plantation all 
the time, for we are likely to break 
something and need a job done any 
day: but as brother Woolley has been 
tied to the place ever since his ar- 
rival here, and his health being im- 
— thereby, I felt in duty bound to 
et him go for a time. 

Brother J. W. H. Kou, one of our 


oldest and best native Elders, died 


here on the 12th instant, in full faith 
and fellowship. For many years he 
has acted as clerk of our Conferences 
and as Church recorder; he was an 
educated, and a smart and useful man. 
I preached his funeral discourse ; many 
attended his burial.
